Paris, France, April 30. 
The 
ap­ 
proach of May Day. the traditional 
date for strikes and labor demonstra­ 
tions in Europe finds the labor situa- 
tion throughout that continent in a 
condition of ferment, with prospects 
of a general 24-hour strike in I ari", 
threat of a general 
railway 
strike 
in Paris, threat of a general railway 
strike throughout France anil disturb­ 
ed conditions in most European coun­ 
tries. 
The strike is ordered for mid­ 
night, April 30. 
May Day in Europe is vastly nil 
ferent from May I>ay in the United 
States. 
While in America labor un­ 
ions make no special effort to enforce 
their demands on May Day, those of 
Europe have always regarded this as 
a favorable date for demonstrations 
and strikes. 
The situation in France appears to 
be more threatening than elsewhere 
on the continent. Labor I* ader-. in Pana 
will attem pt to "stop everything but 
the clock’’ for 24 hours on Saturday.

‘‘Despite the present inter­ 
diction of brewery products, I am op,- 
timistic over the future of the brew­ 
ing industry,” Mr. Landsberg explain­ 
ed. 
“ Tt is my opinion that the public 
sentim ent eventually will force a more 
reasonable tolerance of mild alcoholic 
beverages and that the present radical 
national prohibition law* will be great­ 
ly modified.”

however, the busy season is at hand 
and it will continue busy until late in 
the fall.

CHICAGO CITY 


The fire departm ent was called at 5 
o’clock this morning to a small ware­ 
room in the rear and adjoining the 
grocery store of E. Kennedy and the 
dry goods store of B. H. Knox. This 
wareroom consists of a brick 
wall 
some ten or twelve feet in the rear of 
the walls of the store and covered 
over, making an open room running 
along the back of both stores and 
was used for storing 
goods, 
empty 
boxes, fuel, etc. 
The fire originated, 
according 
to 
City Fire Marshal J. Daly, Jr., by an 
electric light wire, defectively insu­ 
lated, coming in contact with a pile 
of bags in th e rear of the Kennedy 
store. 
Why the fire was not serious, 
seems almost a miracle, a* in this 
back departm ent right where the fire 
originated, was a lot of oil barrels, 
empty boxes and other highly imflam- 
mable material. Prompt and efficient 
work by the firemen, coupled with an 
excellent awater pressure, must be the 
explanation. 
The fire was put out 
right wh'*re it originated 
and 
was 
never perm itted to eat through into 
either one of the stores. 
The building is the property of Levy 
Bros., formerly of this city, 
now of 
Houston, and was insured for $10,000. 
Sam Levy is now in the city and esti­ 
mates the loss to the building at about 
$800. 
E. Kennc-dy carried insurance on his 
stock and fixtures to the amount of 
$5000 and estimates his actual loss 
at $400. 
There was also some dam­ 
age to his stock of flour and other 
goods from whaler, but he is not yet 
able to estimate the amount. 
B. II. Knox carried $15,000 insur­ 
ance on stock and fixtures and places 
his actual loss at $300. 
He also suf­ 
fered a slight loss from water, but 
does not yet know’ just how much it 
will be.
